Russo also said Leon had been Ferrie’s room- 
mate and said Leon had a bushy beard and that he was extremely dirty. 

Russo also said that after a beard had been added to a picture of Lee Harvey, 
Oswald that this individual was very similar to Ferrie’s roommate in * 
appearance. 

With reference to Ferrie, Russo allegedly said that in 
September and October, 1963, Ferrie ’’became obsessed withth^ idea timt^ 
he could pull off a perfect assassination.
